Attempts - were 
made in tho past to produce. and: oxport 
black ten in the Prefectures of Kochi, 
Fukuoka, Rumamoto,and Nayuanki, but the 
result, was anything but satisfactory, the 
home products proving far inferior to thd 
Indian black tea and not suited Lo the 
domestic tute. The production was conse- 
quently despaired of and almost abandoned, 
thongh the trial cultivation is carried on in 
Fukuoka Prefecture ‘under a State: sub- 
sidy, 9 

We Jearn, from the Japtn Times that 
Mr Tamisaburo Date, a tea-manufacturer 
of Miye Prefocture, who is interosted in 
the improveroent ‘of black tea, has succeed~ 
ed in producing an excellont black ‘tea in 
no respect inferior to the Indinn and 
Ceylon product, by adopting the method 
used in India and Ceylon, Mr Date last 
yenr reveived an order from Brozilian 
ten merchants for the shipment of 
2,000 kin of Japanese black ten.
